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Gentlemen of the Senate

It gives me no ordinary pleasure to welcome you to the cap- 

ital, and to congratulate you upon the present condition of the 
Stato, We are receiving large accessions to our wealth and po- 
pulation ; our citizens are in the enjoyment of a healthful sea“ 
son and an abundant harvest; every branch of industry réceives 
its liberal reward, and our inhabitants are prosperous and happy 
in a degree nnexampled i in our former history. 
* The “cheeri ing prospect she now presents, inspires the hope, 
that at no distaat period Texas will be allotted that high posi- 
tion in political importance among the States of the Union, to 
which she is so justly entitled from the varied pr oductions of 
her soil, the vast extent of her territory, and the industry and 
enterprise of her citizens. A 

In communicating to you the condition of the State, I would 
most respectfully invite your attention to the provisions of the 
Act of Congress of the 28th of February last; proposing a final 
adjustment of our public debt, and of all) claims against the 
United States. e 

inlieu of the five millions of United States five per cent, 
stock still due to this State, under, the Actof Con gress of the 
9th of September, 1850, the Act ‘of the 28th of February pro- 
poses to pay fhe sum of seven ‘millions seven hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars to those creditors of the late Republic of Texas, | 
for whose debts the revenues of that Republic were pledged, to. 


- be apportioned pro rata among them. 


A copy of this Act is herewith submitted for? your das 
tion. Jt is not fo take effect, as you will perceive, until it shall 


a 
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be assented to by you; nor until you shall pass a law withdraw 
ing and abandoning all claims and demands against the United 
States growing out of Indian depredations or otherwise. 

The’ question of the acceptance or rejection of this Act, was 
aubmitted to the electors of -this State at the late election, when 
but 25,497 out of about 45,000 who voted at that election, felt. 
interest enough in the subject to vote upon it; of those who did 
vote, 11,609 were for its acceptance, and 13,818 were for its re- 
jection; under the circumstances, I do not consider the result 
ef this vote any test of the opinion of the people of the State 
upon the merits ef the Act, and do not think it should exercise 
any influence upon your action in regard to it, 

The Act provides for the payment of all of the debt of the 
late Republic of Texas, which has not heretofore been paid at 
par from our own Treasury, and will pay to each creditor about 
seventy-eight cents on the dollar of the ostensible value of his 
claim on the 1st day of July, 1850, as ascertained by our laws, 

In deciding upon the acceptance or rejection of this Act, it 
should be borne in mind, that any final settlement of the debt 
embraced in its provisions must be assented to by the United 
States, the creditors and Texas, Texas alene cannot prescribe 
the terms on which it shall be settled, for she has already, by 
her previous legislation, consented that the United States shall 

retain the five millions due under the Act of Congress of the 
9th of September, 1850, until those creditors, for whose debts, 
the duties of the late Repubhe of Texas on imposts were spe- 
cially pledged, shall first file at the Treasury of the United 
States, releases of all claim against the General Government 
for or on account of those debts, in such form as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the "Treasur y and approved by the 
President of the United States. 

The construction given to this provision by two Secretaries 
of the Treasury and approved by two Presidents, requires that 
all those creditors who hold any of the bonda or promissory 
notes of the late Republic of Texas, shall file such releases at 
the,Treasury of the United States, before any portion of the 
reserved five millions of stock can be issued to Texas. 

Texas. has protested against this construction, and on the 
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Sist of January, 1852, she passed a law providing that eack 
ereditor of this class should be-paid the amount of his claim as 
ascertained by her laws, when he should file a releasé of all 
claim against the United States and Texas, provided that gov- 
ernment would issue to Texas amounté of the reserved five 
millions equal to the sums for which such releases might be 
presented by Texas to the United States Treasury, A 

Up to this time the United States and a portion of these credi- 
tors have refused to assent to this law, and 1 do not think any 
reasonable hope can be entertained that this debt will ever be 
settled, either under the provisions of -the original Act of Gon- 
gresss of the 9th of September, 1850, or under the law of Texas 
of the 3ist of January, 1852. 

It is a matter of wuch interest to the creditors as well as to 
eur own citizens that this debt shall be speedily settled. If was 
eontracted in establishing and maintaining our independence, 
and every principle of honer and justice requires that we shall 
discharge it as soon as possible, since we now have the ae 
to do so. | 

“Phis act is generally understood to be acceptable to the cred- 
itors; it is respectful in its terms, and contains nothing but what 
we may accede to with honor, if we provide that every creditor 
shall receive what we acknowledge to be due him. 

. The amount of this debt, on the 1st of July, 1850,as acknow- 
led by our laws, was $4,435,638 78, if we were to pay it with 
interest from the Ist of J aly, 1850, to the time of payment, 
(and I presume no one will contend that, if the United States 
and the ereditors were to consent to its payment according to 
our own laws, we would be justified i in refusing to pay the same 
rate of interest that the stock is drawing,) we would have left 
aut of the five millions the sum of $705,452 32, 

If we accede to this Act, we shall receive outof the five mil- 
lions, the sum of $179,163.93, after paying the creditors accord- 
ing to its provisions, and also paying to those creditors whose 
pro rata will-be less than we owe them, the difference between 
what we admit to be due them and their pro rata, so that in a 
pecuniary view we lose but $526,288 39 by accepting this Act, 


instead of paying the debt in accordance with our own laws. a 
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This is a &mall consideration compared with the great importance 
ef having this troublesome business settled upon terms satis- 
factory to our creditors. 

It is true that, in addition to this loss, we withdraw and aban- 
don ail claims and defnands . against the United States, growing 
out of Indian depredations or otherwise. 

These claims, if any such exist, arise from a supposed obliga- 
tion on the part of the United States, to pay us the expenses 
incrírred by the Repnblic of Texas in defending herself against 
Idinan tribes belonging to the United States. 

These expenses were paid by the issue of promissory notes, 
which now constitute a large part of this very debt. 

lt is not probable that weshall ever realize any thing from 
these claims, except in the manner now proposed; they are of long 
standing, and have never been seriously urged against the 
United States until the last Legislature passed a joint resolution 
instrueting our Senators and requesting our Representatives to 
urge their settlement upon the Congress of the United States; 
and authorizing them to accept or reject any proposition that 
might be made for the fall and final adjustment thereof, subject 
to ratification by the Legislature. 

Those who were instrumental in getting this joint resolution 
passed, bad in view a settlement of these claims in connection 
with the payment of our public debt by the United States in 
the manner now proposed. 

Upon a deliberate review of this subject, in all its bearings, 
L am satisfied that" we ought to accept of this Act. We shall 
never settle our debt on better terms, and it seems to be the 
enly mode by which it.can be discharged in any reasonable 
time. 1, therefore, recommend the passage of such a law as 
will give it effect, concurrently with another law appropriating 
out of the amount we are to receive under its provisions, such 
sum as will be sufficient to pay those creditors whose pro rata 
will be less than we owe them, the difference between their pre 


rata and what we admit to be due them, which will be about 
$118,901 42. 


If this debt were settled, Texas would be in a better finan- 
oial condition than any other State of the Union. 
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Wo had in our Treasury $1,592,742 68-100 on the first day 
of the present month, besides the sehool fund of over two mil- 
lions of dollars. In addition to this, we will receive under the 
Act of Congress before referred to, if we should accept if, the 
sum of $179,163 93-100, after making up the deficiency be- 
tween what we ackaowied ge to be due to a portion of our cred- 
itors, and the amount they will receive under that act, ¡We 
ime also a public domain the value of which can scarcely. be 
estimated. 5s 

The value of our taxable property is increasing with aston 
ishing rapidity. The increase from 1858 to 1854 was abont 
twenty-seven per cent., and from 1854 to 1855 about seventeen 
. percent. 

Our State tax of fifteen cents on T. hundred dollars of the 
assesment for the year 1854, together with the poll tax'pro- 
duced about the Sum of $209,481 46-100. 

On the assessment forthe year 1855 together with the poll 
tax, it produced about $245.632 35-100, 

The amount of the tax upon licenses, occupations, aná sales 
lór the year 1854, was about $37,039 65-100. For 1858 it 
was about $2 1,57 760—100. d 

The decrease in this tax for the dcn year was und by 
the operation of the law of the 11th of February 1854, regu 
lating and restraining the sale of spirituous iiquors; 

After paying the expense of assessing and vollecting these 
taxes, and setting apart one-tenth of them for the school fund 
there would remain a few thousand dollars surplus, over aud 
above the appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the gov- 
ernment, for the years 1854 and 18565, which were about $357 
011 40-100. 

For the years 1856 and 1857 these expenses will be consider- 
ably increased, as the law of the last session increasing the pay 
and mileage of the Legislature, is now in operation. 

T think, however, that our State tax may be reduced from 
fifteen to twelve and a half cents on the hundred dollars, and 
that it will still produce an amount amply sufficient to meet 
mie that will be required for the years 1856 
an š 
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For the last four years, as you are aware, the State taxes 
have been relinquished to the counties, and the expenses of 
the government have been, paid from the bonds received from 
the United States government in the settlement c f our North- 
west boundary. 

The amount of these bonds now remaining in the Treasury 
is $1,575,000, and if we continue to rely upon them to meet 
the expenses of the government, they will, with the interest 
aceruing on them, pay these expenses for about eight years. 

But these bonds having been received as ¿he consideration 
for our relinquishment of the right of soil and jurisdiction over 
a portion of the territory acquired by our revolution, ought not 
to be expended for temporary purposes; they ought rather to 
be husbanded and used for objects of public utility, permanent 
in their character. 

The main reason assigned for relinquishing the State tax te 
the counties, was to enable them to build Court Houses and 
Jails. Those counties which have made a judicious use of this 
tax are now supplied with these buildings, and this reason can 
no longer be urged. 

I am opposed to any future relinquishment of the State tax 
to the counties, and think that it should be relied on to meet 
the ordinary expenses of the government; this course will 
probably tend to economy in these expenses, for where the 
means for the support of a government are derived from a di- 
rect tax upon the people, it will be found that they are more 
watchful to prévent lavish and improvident appropriations, and 
hold their officer's to a more rigid accountability. 

If we act upon these suggestions, we will still have to use a 
portion of these bonds to meet the outstanding appropriations 
for the years 1854 and 1855, and also for the appropriations for 
the year 1856, as the taxes assessed for that year, will not be 
collected until 1857. 

Your attention is invited to the annual report of the State 
Treasurer as Ex-offieio Superintendent of Common Schools, for 
the years 1854 and 1855, which are transmitted herewith. 

It will be seen from Dias reports, that very few of the county 

officers, to whom duties are prescribed under the Schoel 


— 
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Law, have perfornted them in accordance with its provisions. 
This neglect of these officers has reridered it impossible for the 
Treasurer to perform his duties under the law, at the time and 
in the manner required. He has, however, with my conecur- 
rence, prevented an entire failure of the law, by coming as near 
a compliance with its provisions as was possible, under the ` cir- 
eumstances. à 

The number of children in the State between the ages of six 
end sixteen years, as ascertained by the reports of the assessora 
and colleetors who have made returns for the year 1855, ánd 
by the estimate of the Treasurer for those counties that have 
failed to make returns, is 66,150 ; and the.annual distribution 
of the fund gives for each scholar one dollar and fifty cents. 

The School Law has proved to be defective in its details and 
entirely unsuited to our condition, I was not satisfied with it 
when it passed, but gave it my approval because it created a 
liberal fund, and attempted to do something towards the estab- 
lishment of schools, ` 


These reports show that but few of the counties have organ- 
ized and established schools as required by this law ; in most 
of them the population is sparsely scattered over a great extent 
of territory, which cannot be divided into districts containing 
a sufficient number ot children for the maintainance of a school, 
without making the districts so large, that the school must ne- 
cessarily be at an inconvenient distance from a large portion of 
the scholars ; this, without doubt, has prevented and will con- 
tinue to prevent, the execution of a law like the present until - 
our population becomes more dense. d 


We should not be deterred by thé failüre of this attempt.— 
Let us amend the present law by imposing heavy penalties upon 
those assessors and collectors who fail to make a return of the 
number of scholars iu their county within the time prescribed, 
and in lieu of that part of the present law which requires a di- 
vision of the counties into districts, let us declare all schools 
that may be kept in the State, public schools, and allow the 
fund distributed to each county, to be disbursed under the or- 
ders of the county court, to such teachers as the parents and 
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guardians of the children may choose to employ for their odt- 
cation, f , 

This plan, I am satisfied, is better adapted to our present sit- 
uation than any other which ean be devised, and I believe it 
will be much more acceptable to the people than that provided 
for by the present law. 

As our situation changes, some other system more suited to 
eur wants will no doubt suggest itself and can then beadopted. 
, A reference to these reports will show that there is now in 
our Treasury abont one hundred and twenty four thousand 
dollars, which has accumulated from the one-tenth of the 
annual revenue set apart by the constitution for the support of 
schools, fifty three thousand of which has already been invested 
in United States five per cent bonds. I recommend that the 
residue be also invested in like manner, that the whole be added 
to the two million school fund, and that hereafter this tenth, 
together with the income of that fund, be annually distributed 
as directed by the school law. 

By this means, the annual amount applied by the State, for 
the support of schools, will be about one hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars, which will be gradually increasing as our 
revenue from taxation increases. 

The school fund may be greatly increased by a judicious use 
of the four leagues of land that have heretofore been granted 
to each county of the State for public schools. 

It is questionable whether these lands wiil ever accomplish 

. much good, if*£hey are allowed to remain in the possession of 
the counties, for it appears trom information furnished by the 
commissioner of the General Land Office, that but 954,181 
acres, of the 1,753,488, to which the ninety-nine counties of the 
State are entitled, have yet been selected. Forty one :onntier 
only have selected their full amount, twenty have selected 
227,989 acres of the 354,240, to which they are entitled, and 

-thirty eight have made no selections, so that 799.807 acres yet 
remain to be selected. Nineteen of the counties which have 
made no selections were organized in 1846 or previous to that 
time, six were organized in 1848 and thirteen were organized at 
different periods between the years 1849 and 1854. 
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It is reasonable to expect that those who have neglected, for 
su long a period, to avail themselves of these liberal grants of 
land, will not hereafter manage them with that care and atten- 
tion that will be required to realize their full value. ` 

It is unfortunate that these lands were not, at first, set apart 
to bo managed by the State itself, as a general fund for the 
common benefit of all the counties, for they would have been 
selected long since, in sections of the State where their value 
would have greatly increased by the settlements since made, 5 

They would, without doubt, be much better managed by the 
State than by the counties, for they could be placed under the 
control of a single officer, whose special duty it would be to 
superintend them, attend to their survey and sale, whenever it 
might be deemed advisable to bring them into market and in- 
vest their proceeds, 1stead of being under the management’ of 
the officers of ninety nine different connties, who are too remote 
trom.the lands : nd too mach occupied with other official duties 
to give much attention to them. 

It will be found that those States of the Union, which have 
retained the lands granted to them by the general government 
for schools, and made them a general fund for the whole State, 
have realized far more benefit fro u them than those who have 
leftthem to the control of the different townships in Sae they 
are situated, 

L sue vest for your consideration, whether it wou ida not be well 
to propose au amendment to our Oaa declaring that all 
ef these grants shall be vested in the State to be administered 
as a common find for the benefit of all the counties, and sold, 
from time to time, under the direction of the legislature, at net 
less than a miuimum price, after they shall have been subdivid- 
ed into small tracts; the proceeds of such sales to be added te 
the present school fund, and the income thereof to be applied in . 
the same manner as the income of the present fund. 


If this disposition were made of them, they would. ina few 
years, add at least three millions of dollars to our present school 
fund. > l 


Should these suggestions not be acceptable to yon, then I re- 
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cómmend an amendment to the Constitution similar to that pro- 
posed to the last legislature, which was, that the counties should 
be authorized to sell these lands at not less than a minimum 
price, the proceeds of*such sale to be kept as a fund, and the 
income applied to the support of schools. 

By the’ adoption of either of these amendments, these lands 
would soon be made available, while under the present provi- 
sions of the constitution, which only authorize them to be leased 

` for a term not exceeding twenty years, they are entirely useless 
for the pur pose which they were granted, because in a country 
where land is so cheap as it 35 here, unimproved lands cannot 
be leased for so short a period, so as to produce any revenue. 

‘I invite your attention to the importance of establishing a 
State University, which shall afford to our youth all those op- 
portunities for obtaining a liberal education, that are to be found 
in any part of the Union. 

We cannot appreciate too highly the advantages of educating 
eur children within the reach of parental authority, where they 
gan daily witness the practical operation of our government, its 
institutions and laws, and become familiar with the habits and 
sympathies of the people with whom they are destined to asso- 
ciate in after life. 

‘To secure these advantages is worthy of an effort on the part 
ef the State, and I recommend that the sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars of the United States bonds, now in our Trea- 
sury, be appropriated as a permanent fund, to De increased by 
the proceeds of the gradual sale of the U niversity lands, at not 
less than a minimum price, after they shall have been subdivid- 
ed into small tracts, and that the income of this fund be ap- 
plied to the erection and support of such an institution. 

This will enable ug in a few years to erect the necessary 
buildings, employ professors “in every branch of literature and 
science, and place the institution on A Büro basis for future 
prosperity and usefulness. 

While upon this subject, it is proper I should inform you 
that a portion of the University lands have not yet been select- 


ed, and I suggest that a sufficient appropriation of money be 
made to pay the expenses of selecting and surveying them. 
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I also call your attention to the necessity “of establishing i au 
Asylum for Lunatics, - If we had such. an institution in: ‘our 
midst, where those who. are afflicted with insanity | could ba 
promptly placed under the care of persons skilled in its causes 
and treatment, a large portion of those unfortunate persons 
might be restored to reason, and the condition of all greatly 
alleviated. 

We also need an institution für the education of the deaf, 
dumb and blind, where these unfortunate classes may be taught. 
their duties and responsibilities as citizens, and made useful 
members of society. j 


Institutions of this character are necessary in every comma- 
nity, but they cannot be founded and «supported without the 
care and patronage of the State, 


I therefore recommend that two hundred:and fifty thousand 
dollars of the United States bonds, now in our Treasury, be ap- 
propiiated as a permanent fund tor the erection and support of 
a Lunatic Asylum, and a like amount as a permanent fund for 
an institution for the educationof the deaf anddumb and blind, 
and that.prevision be made for the erection of theseinstitutions 
as soon as the income of these funds will permit. 


If we would create and encourage among our citizens a spirit 
of independence and attachment for their own State, we ought 
to furnish them at home with all those facilities for improving 
and ameliorating their mental social and physical condition, 
which are to be found in other parts of the world. We now 
have the means of «doing this without imposing any onerous 
burden upon our citizens, and if we neglect to avail ourselves 
of this opportunity, we shall be justly charged with being ua- 
mindfulof the high duties and responsibilities that rest upon us. 

In compliance with the provisions of “ An Act to provide to 
the construction of the Mississippi and Pacific Railroad,” ap- 
proved the 21st of December, 1853, proposals for its construse 
tion, were, in the first instance, invited, until the Ist of May, 
1854, but before the arrival of that period, it beeame apparent 
that the time allowed for receiving proposals was too short, and 
it was extended to the tst of Auguat of the same year, 
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'On the day to which the time had been extended, the pro- 
positions were opened, and jt was ascertained that but one had 
been received, which came within the provisions of the law. 
This was accepted, and .on the 31st of August a contract was 
concluded for the construction of the road. 


The contractors subsequently failed to make such a depositas 
the law required, and the contract was declared to be null and 
void. E 

Upon the failure of this contract, proposals were again invited 
but none have been received. 

Some of the contractors contended, for a time, that the de- 
posit offered was a good one, and that they were entitled to the 
contract. But assurances have been received from those con- 
tractors, who are citizens of Texas, which includes all of them 
but two, tbat the company has never been organized, and that 
they consider the contract torfeited, so tbat the whole subject is 
still entirely within the control of the State. . 

It is a matter for your consideration whether this law shall 
be continued in force. 

The great advantages that would accrue to Texas from this 
road, makes it a subject of deep interest to all classes of our 
citizens, and should induce all to favor the measure if a reasona- 
ble hope i is entertained that it will be constructed under the law. 

As a part of a great national highway from the Mississippi 
river to the Pacific ocean, it is probable that the liberal grant 
of land offered by this law, would secure its construction, pro- 
vided similar inducements were offered tor the construction of 
a road from the Mississippi river to its point of commencement, 
and also for its continuation from El Paso to the Pacific ocean, 
But as a mere local road from the eastern line of the State to 
El Paso it would not prove.to be a profitable work, during the 
present generation. 

. As far west as the Colorado river this road would pass through 
a region that would, in a few years furnish sufficient transporta 
tion and travel to make it a paying road, but until a road shall 
have been constructed from the Mississippi river to its point of 
commencement, the uncertainty and expense that would attend 
the transportation of the iron and other materials to its point of 
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temmencement, would be so great as to delas any conipany 
from undertaking even this part of it. 


i 


It is possible that a company may be found who will under- 
take the construction of this portion, provided they are allowed 
to construct a road upon the'same terms from the head of per 
manent navigation on the waters of some of our bays, up to the 
line upon which it is proposed that the Pacifie road shall run, 
and then east to the eastern line of the State, and west to the 
Colorado river. 

This change would make au immense saving in the cost for the 
transportation of materials, for they could be br ought to the 
point of commencement with the same facility that t they eould 
be carried to the Mississippi river, and from thence tliey eould 
be transported over the road as it progresses, at an inconsiderable 
eost. 


It will be found, however. that it cannot be constructed at the 


~ rate of one hundred miles for each year; few if any roads in the 


United States have been constructed at the rate of fifty miles a 
year, aud it will severely tax the energies of any company, 
whatever may be its resources, to construct a road at that rate. 

These reflections will suggest themselves to every one who 
takesa practical y view ofthesubject, and should be considered by 
you in determining your action in regard to it. 

The presentis a favor able time to revise our legislation in re- 
gard to railroads generally. 

We have chartered thirty seven railroad companies, and have 
held out greater inducements for their construction, than were 
ever before offered by any government. 

It is now nearly four yems since a bonus of eight sections of 
land was offered for each mile of railroad constructed, and nearly 
two years since the bonus was increased to sixteen sections a 
mile for each twenty five miles. 

The result of these efforts has been, that we have one road of 
about thirty miles in operation, from Harrisburg on Buffalo 
Bayou to the, neighborhood of Richmond on the Brazos river, 
and two others, “The Galveston and Red River Railway,” and 

“the Galveston, Houston, and Henderson Railroad,” in the 
course of construction, with a reasonable prospect, as I am in- 
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formed, of completing twenty five miles each by the 30th of 
January next, in time to avail themselves of the bonus of sixteem 
sections. a E 

So far as I have been alie to learn, no other company is now 
doing any work under ifs charter. 

I do not think it advisable to renew any of the.charters here- 
tofore granted, or to give relief to any company organized under 
them, unless such company is now actually at work upon its 
road, and can show that it has expended a considerable amount 
of money thereon, and has the ability, within ‘a very short 
period, to complete the number of miles necessary to entitle 
it to land under the laws now in force. 

No new charter should be granted over a route where a 
road is already being constructed, or so near such route as ma- 
terially to impair its value. 

Every railread company should be required to hold all 
meetings, for the election of its officers, within thé State, and 
to have a majority of its directors resident citizens thereof, 
and also to keep its principal office for the management of ite 
affairs within the State. 

By adhering to these rules we shall correct many of the er- 
rors that have attended our past legislation on the subject. 

Iam unwilling that any new charters shall be granted to in- 
dividuals for their own benefit. Ifnew charters are necessary, 
let such routes be selected as the wants and business of the 
country require; designate their points of commencement and 
termination, and grant charters to commissioners who should 
be reqnired to open books for the subscription of stock, after 
giving public notice. No subscription should be received un- 
less five per cent. thereof is paid at the time of subscribing, and 
whenever the per centage on the capital stock subscribed 
ghall amount to one hundred thousand dollars, let the commis- 
sioners be authorized to-call a meeting of the subscribers and 
hold an election for offcers; after which the subscribers should 
become a corporation with all such powers as are set forth in 
the charter. The commissioners should have no right under 
the charter, except as trustees, for the benefit of the subscribers 
when they organize and become a corporation, and should be 
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Gable to a heavy penalty for receiving subscriptions of stock 
without the payment of five per cent. thereof in cash. The 
corporation thus organized should have authority from time to 
timé to receive further subscriptions to its capital stock, to the 
full amount thereof, after giving public notice, the subscribers 
in all cases paying five per cent. of their stock at the time of 
subscribing. 

If we pursue this course, our railroad charters will cease to 
be offered for sale by individuals who have obtained them for 
purposes of speculation. Those who wish to construct railroads, 
will obtain charters without paying a premium to the persons 

“who have induced the Legislature to pass them, and we shall 
have no more companies organized without capitel to impose 
upon the credulous and unwary, and stand in the way of those ne 
who have the disposition and means to construct railroads. 

While so little has been accomplished under the policy here- 
tofore pursued by the State for the encouragement of railroads, 
it becomes us to consider well what we may reasonably expect 
to be done hereafter by a continuance of this policy. 

The Buffalo Bayou, Brazos and Colorado Railroad Company 
will undoubtedly complete its road as far as Richmond during 
the present year. The Galveston and Red River Railway 
Company, and the Galveston, Houston and Henderson Railroad 
Company expect to complete twenty-five miles of their respec- 
tive roads by the 30th of January, 1856, so as to secure the bo- 
nus of sixteen sections to the mile. 

These companies will then have to continue their roads at 
the rate of twenty-five miles a year or lose the benefit of the 
bonus of sixteen sections. If they fail to do this, the Harris- 
burg company and the Henderson company may still have the 
benefit, of the bonus of eight sections, but the latter to secure 
even this, will have to construct an additional fifteen miles o 
or before the Ist of March, 1857, to save its charter. | 


The Houston company has already lost the benefit of the bo- 
nus of eight sections by failing to complete ten miles of its 


road within the time prescribed by its charter. à 


It is possible that some of the other companies may be able 
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to avail themselves of the sixteen seetion bonus, as only those 
‘which terminate on the Gulf coast, the Bays thereof, or on Buf- 
falo Bayou, are subject to the provision which requires the con- 
struction of twenty-five miles on or before the 30th day of Jan- 


nary, 15506, though it is ‘believed that few, if any of them will 
ever build road enougit to save their-charters. 


It is not generally supposed that either of the three com- 
panies before named will be able to construct their roads at the 
tate of twenty-five miles a year afier the 30th of January next, 
so as to secure the sixteen section bonus, unless they are assist- 
ed by a liberal loan of money from the State. We canno 
therefore expect that much progress wil be made, for many 
years to come, in the construction of railroads in this State by 
private corporations, beyond the completion of those tracks al- 
ready graded, unless snelh'a loan shall be autborized, or that 
provision of the aet donating lands to railroads, which requires 
these companies to construct twenty-five miles a year, is re- 
«pealed, for it is generally conceded that they will not,.at 
"present, yield a sufficient profit to induce individnals to invest 
capital in them, without the advantages to be derived from 
the land bonus. 

The passage of a law, similar to that attempted at your last 
session, authorizing the loan of eight thousand dollars a 
mile, might enable these three companies, if they were tv 
have the sole benefit of it, to extend their roads about seventy- 
five miles in the next three years; this, it is true, would afford 
great relief to those sections of the State accessible to then, 
‘but it would be those sections that are least in need of rail- 
road facilities, for they are already nearest to a market, and 
would leave the greater part of the State, which is now enfer. 
ing for want of such facilities, in the same deatitute situation it 
now is, without any certain prospect of being supplied. 

What our citizens neéd is ageneral system of Internal Im 
(provements by railroads, river improvement and canals, that 
"will extend its benefits to every section of the State as nearly 


as practicable, and givethem a cheap transportation of their 
productions to a market. 
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"kise, 1 believe, can be obinined within the next Siteen years 


^. by a judicious use of our public domain, aided -by e mederate 


4ntemal improvement fax; which willnever be onereus to our 
citizens, and for which they «vill be repaid ten fold in thein- 
creased value that such asystem will give'to their property, 
and the reduced rate at which they will be furnished a trans- 
portation of their productions-and supplies. 


Our unappropriated public domain: is estimated atabont ono 
q-undred millions of acres. Suppose that one half of itis value- 
fess or unsuitable for cultivation, which is a large estimate, this 
will leave us fifty millions of acres, which at seventy-five cents 
an acre, is worth thinty-seven and a half millions of dollars.— 
This, every one must admit, isa small estimate of its value, 
and under'a judicious system-ef sales,to be effected gradually 
as the wealth and population of theState is increased Dy the 


proposed improvements, it would undoubtedly sell for twice 
or three times that amount within fifteen years. 


"Let us suppose that it world cost six cents an acre, which is 
‘a large price, for the gradual survey'of these lands,-as it might 
be deemed advisable to bring them into market, the cost ofsur- 
veying the whole hundred millions would be six ‘millions of 
dollars. This would leave thirty-one and a half millions as 
their nett proceeds to be applied te'works of internal improve- 
ment. 

As this amount could be realized from them only by gradual 
sales through a course of years; im order to commence the 
system immediately, it would be necessary to anticipate then 
pr oceeds, by the use of the“credit of the State, to sustain whick 
an internal improvement tax of fifteen cents on each hundred 
dollars of the taxable property of the State would be required: 
Such a tax on the assessment for the year 1857, which is-as 

early as the system could be commenced, would produce at leas”. 
$268,000 00. This would pay an interest of "six «per cent. oz 
four and one-quarter millions of dollars. ‘Lhesame tax, allow 
ing the increase in the value of our taxable property to be one 
fourth less each year, than it has been since the year 1846, (ani 
it would, without doubt, be much-greater) would.produce ir 
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1860, the sum of $377,000 00, which would pay at interest of 
six per cent. on six and one quarter millions of dollars. 

‘This would enable us to use the credit of the State, to the 
amount of six and one«quarter millions -of dollars before the 
close of the year 1860, without taking into account the arnual 
earnings of the public works, as they progress, which would be 
at least three per cent. on their cost, equal to one-half of the 
interest we would be paying on the debt. 

By that time we would be in receipt of a considerable amount 
each year from the sale ofthe public domain, inereased in value 
by the improvements already made; and our works could pro- 
ceed much mere rapidly to completion. 

In this way we might expend from twenty-five to thirty mil- 
lons of dollars upon a general system of internal improve- 
ments within the next fifteen years, and at the end of that time 
the whole will have been paid by the proceeds of the sale o 
our public domain and the internal improvement tax, 

The State would be the owner of the works constructed aná 
could reduce the price for transportation aud travel to suck 
rates as would keep them in repair and pay the expeuse of op- 
erating them, or to such rates, as in addition to the cost of keep- 
ing them in repair and operating them, would produce an an- 
nnal income of three per cent. upon their cost. This income 
amounting to over seven hundied and fifty thousaud dollars 
might be applied to the expenses of the government, or to ex- 
tend the system, until every neighborhood in the State would 
be furnished with ample railroad facilities. 

All this may be accomplished and the wealth of our citizens 
increased hundreds of millions, simply by a prudent use of our 
publie domain and an annüal tax of fifteen cents on each hun- 
dred dollars of the taxable property of the State Tor tho next 
fifteen years. 

The system of works should consist of Railroads, improve- 
ments upon our navigable rivers, and canals connecting the 
different bays and streams along our coast. 

Sixteen hundred miles of railroad can be so located as to ac- 
eommodate every section of the State that is now inhabited, 
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end eo that no neighborhood, (extept the north-west corner of 
the State! that is not within a convenient distance of a naviga- 
ble water course or a canal, shall be more than twenty five 
miles from a railroad, 

The average cost of bujiding and equipping railroads in this 
State will not exceed sixteen thousand dollars a mile, if paid 
for with money when the’work isdone: At this rate, sixteen 
hundred miles would cost twenty-five million and six hundred 
thousand dollars. This amount dedueted from thirty-one and 
a half millions the estimated sum to be realized from our puv- 
tic domain in the next fifteen years, would leave five million 
and nine hundred thousand dollars, which could be applied te - 
the improvement of our navigable rivers, critting canals to con- 
nect all the bays and water courses, along our coast from the 
Sabine to the Rio Grande, and te any other objects of public 
utility. : 

Inis system, to be successful, must be made the permanent 
policy of the State and Lieorporated into our Constitution so as 
to be placed beyond the reach-of change by legislation. 

The routes ever which railroads are to be constructed—the 
aivers whose navigation is to be improved, and the canals which 
are to bé cut, must be specified —the lands must be set apart 
as an Internal Improvement fund—the time and manner of 
¿heir survey and sale must be fixed—the Internal Improvement 
tax inust be levied—provision must be made that the credit of 
the State shall never be used to an amount beyond what the in- 
ternal improvement tax and the net earnings of the publie 
works will pay the interest of—and that the works specified 
shall all be earried on simultaneously until their final comple- 
tion—all this must be done by a constitutional provision—others 
wise, if is possible, future Legislatures may undertake other 
works before those designated shail have been completed, er 

may become impatient with the progress of the works, and en- 
leavor to hasten their completion by an increase of taxation, 
ao asto make it oppressive, or by the use of State credit beyond 


éhe means provided for sustaining it, and thereby deteat the 
whole system, ]

- Under this sy stem the impr ovementé will progress towards 
completion, simultaneously with the inerease of the population 
and wealth of the State. Mach mile ef improvement will in- 
crease the value of the publie lands and of individual property, 
and the ability of the State to prosecute the system will in- 
crease in the same ratio. 

Such a system can never become óppressive under the re 
strictions proposed, because it can never draw from our citizens 
more than the internal improvement tax, This willbe hgh& 
compared with the benefits to be obtained. Our entire State 
and county tax, including this, will be but thirty-seven and a 
half "cents on each hundred dollars, equal to three mills and 
seven and a half tenths of a mil on the dollar, which is less 
than is paid in three-fourths of the States of the Union. 

The increase in the valne-of the taxable property of the State 
that will attend the prosecution of such a system, will enable 
us to reduce our tax for the ordinary expenses of the govern- 
ment, so that ina few years our aggregate State and County 
tax, including this, will not exceed twenty-two and a half eent- 
on the hundred dollars, or two mills and two and a half tenths 
ef a mill on the dollar, which is the same we now pay for State 
and county purposes. 

Every citizen will be amply compensated for this tax, by the 
increased value its expenditure will give to his property, and 
the reduced price he wilt have to pay for transportation and 
travel. 

It_is true that the benefits will be greater to those living in 
the vicinity of the improvements than to those Hving remote 
from them; but as soon as the system is commenced, the rela- 
tive taxation of those living near the improvements will also 
be greater, for all property in the State is taxed according ta 
its value. 

There will be no more inequality in the operation of this tax 
than attends every tax for the expenditures of the government: 
for those living in the vicinity where such expenditures are 
raade, derive more benefit from them than those at a distance, 
hy the increased value they give to their property ; but this is, 
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iw a measure, counterbalanced by the additional tax on the ire 
creased value. 

Suppose for example, we take a section of € fifty miles 
in width, where the average value ofland is now two dollars 
and fifty cents an acre; when this system commences each 
acre of this land will pay three mills and three quarters of a 
mill, for this interaal improvement tax, but when a railroad 
shall have been commenced through the centre of this section, 
thelands within five miles of the road will be worth at least 
fifteen dollars an acre, those more than five and less than ten. 
iniles from it will be worth ten dollars; those more than ten and 
less than fifteen miles from it will be worth six dollars, and 
those more than fifteen and not exceeding. twenty-five miles 
from it will be worth three dollars an acre; then each acre of 
this land, worth fifteon dollars, will pay two cents and one 
quarter of a cent; each acre worth ten dollars will pay one cent 
and a halt; each acre worth six dollarswill pay nine mills, and 
each aere worth three dollars will pay four mills and a half a 
mil, yet all will pay the sane rate of tax as at first, viz: ff- 
teen cents on each hundred dollars worth of land. 

Now each acre of this land pays five mills and five eighths 
of a mill towards our tax for State and county purposes, but 
when the above inereased value is given to it by a railroad, the 
same amount of money produced by the present tax of twenty- 
two and and a half cents on the hundred dollars, may be raised 
by a tax of less than eight cents on the hundred dollars, or less 
than eight tenths of a mill on the dollar, each acre of this land 
worth fifteen dollars will then pay one cent and two mills to- 
wards this tax; each acre worth ten dollars will then pay eight 
mills; each acre worth six dollars will then pay four mills and 
eight ‘tenths of a mill, and each acre worth three dollars will 
then pay two mills and four tenths of a mill. 

This example clearly demonstrates that 2 general tax for in- 
ternal improvements operates equally upon all in proportion to 
the benefits which they receive. 

The present system of making donations of lands to rail- 
roads is much more unequal in its operation than their con- 
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struction by a general tax; for those sections of the State otra. 
where the population and business promise to make railroads & 
profitable investment of eapital, can avail themselves of these 
donations, while under a general system by the State, the pay- 
ing sections of road will contribute towards the construction and 
support of roads in those sections where they will not pay 
a profit, and thus they will be extended to portions of the 
State, where they would not be constructed for many years, if 
ever, by individual capital. 

The State may well afford to carry onf a general system of 
internal improvements in this manner, even ifin the aggregate 
they never pay more than the cost of their repairs and of ope. 
rating them ; for the State is compensated by the increase-of 
its population, and the increased value of its publie domair 
andtaxable property, which constitute its real wealth. 


One of the great advantages that our citizens will derive 
from having works of internal improvement constructed and 
owned by the State, will be, that instead of keeping the price 
of transportation and tr egal at such rates as will make them & 
source of profit, as would be done if they were owned by cor- 
porations, the State may, if it chooses, reduce these rates to the 
lowest point that will operate and keep them in repair. 

No argument against the practieability of the plan here 
proposed, ean be drawn from the experienee of other States, 
which have attempted a general system of internal improve- 
ments, because none of them have attempted a system like 
this—none of them have; before commencing, limited and ‘de- 
scribed the works to be construeted—none ot them have first 
provided the mans necessary to sustain their credit and de- 
clared that their credit should not be used more rapidly than 
these means would justify ; all of which provisions are proposed 
to be made a part of our constitution beyond the reach of 
change by legislation ; and above all, none of them have bad 
the public domain, we possess, as a basis for the use of State 
credit and for its ultimate redemption. 

'E am so well satisfied that the interior portions of our State 
will not have the benefit of railroad facilities during the pre: 
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sint generation, unless they are constructed by the credit ol 
the State, either wholly or in part, that, if the plan here pro- 
posed, cannot be adopted, I am willing to see certain leading 
routes designated, to which the State shall furnish the iron 
needed for their construction, after the road bed shall Lave 
been prepared, by corporations, for its reception, and take a 
mortgage upon the road for secnrity ; or I am willing to see 
the State become a subscriber for one-half ot the capital stock 
necessary to construct them, whenever the other half is taken 
by individuals. 

But in adopting either of these plans, the same constitu- 
tional provisions would be necessary to establish a proper basis 
t» sustain the credit of the State and to guard against its im- 
provident use, as if the State were to undertake to construct 
them herself.  , : 

Neither of the plans here proposed originated with me; the 
main features of each have been advocated by others with far 
more ability than I ean bring to the subject. 

I believe any one of these plans to be entirely practicable, 
but I think the first would be the most successful, and would 
diffuse its benefits more generally and more equally than 
either of the others, 

- If any better mode can be suggested for the use of State 
eredit in works of internal improvement than here proposed, 
it will receive from me a cordial support. 

Those who have not maturely reflected on this subject, may 
think that a system of internal improvements, requiring an 
expenditure of twenty-five to thirty millións of dollars, is toa 
great an undertaking for a State containing three or four hun- 
«red thousand inhabitants, but they should recolleot that only 
a small portion of this expenditure is to be made immediately, 
that itis to be extended over a period of years, before the ex- 
piration of which our population, under the impulse that such 
à system will give to imr igration, will bave increased to at 
least one and a half millions, and that we have a publie domain, 
snch as ng State, of our population, ever before possessed, 
which will be trebled in value by these improvements, and 
will be more than sufficient to meet this large expenditure, 
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They may also think that fifteen years is a long period te 
wait for the promised benefits of this grand system of internal 
improvements, which-is-to produce these great results, but they 
should also recollect that few great enterprises are ever com- 
pleted during the age of those who commenced them. 

Twenty-five millions of dollars is a small amount compared 
with the-future resources of this great State, with its extensive 
public domain, when its agricultural and mineral wealth shall 
have been fully developed; and fifteen years is but a short pe- 
riod in its history. 

Those who legislate for sueh a State, should keep in view, 
not only the present moment, but the future, when it will be 
inhabited by thousands where it now has hundreds, and when 
its exports shall have increased an hundred fold. 

Our immense publie domain is being 1apidly wasted for nn- 

important purposes. When it shall have entirely passed from 
us without our having secured any substantial and permanent 
benefits from it, as it surely w:ll,unless we soon make an ap- 
propriation of it, to some object of great publie utility, like 
that here proposed —&nd when time shall have fully disclosed 
its real value, posterity will wonder that this generation should 
have done so little to develope the resources and increase the 
wealth aud politieal importanee of the State, with the magni- 
ficent means'at its disposal. 
„ 1 have dwelt upon this subject at length, because my views 
iu regard to it have been misunderstood by some and misrep- 
resented by others, and I felt that it was a duty Lowed to my- 
self, to place lem properly before you and the people of the 
State. 

Neither of these, nor any other system of internal improve- 
ments should be undertaken,requiring an expenditure of money 
by the State, whieh would have to be supplied by taxation. 
until it has first been submitted to and received the sanction of 
the people. 

Nor do I think that any such system should be commenced, 


until a constitutional provision has been adopted, securing it 
from hasty and improvidentlegislation. — 
The use of the credit of the State in either of the modes 
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lere proposed, will require an amendment of our Constitution: 
'l'his may be done, either by calling a Convention for that pur- 
pose, or by your proposing an amendment to be voted on by the 
people. I should be unwilling, however, to see a convention 
called until a vote of the people i is first obtained in favor of 


* such a measure. 


Should these views be unacceptable to you, I shall interpose 
no obstacles to such constitutional measures as you may adopt, 
to aid in the construction of railways-and in the improvement 
ot our navigable rivers, if they shall seem likely to effect 
those objects, and the interest of the State is properly guarded. dy 


- An election was held on the first Monday in August 1854, 
in each county of the State, in accordance with the provisions 
of “An Act regulating and restraining the sale of spirituous 
liquors,” passed “Lith of Febrnary 1854, to determine whether 
their sale in less quantity than one quart, should be abolished or 
continued. Most of the counties voted, by large majorities, to 
abol'=h such sales, and since that time, no licenses, authorizing 
such sales, have been issued, except in the counties that voted 
for continuing them. 

Owing to a supposed defect in the Act, in not providing any 
pevalty against those selling without license, the law has been 
inoperative, and spirituous liquors have been ssld in small 
quantities in every county in the State, to as gieit an extent 
as they were previously. 5 

When this act was presented to me on "the last day of the- 
session, I considered it too defective to accomplish the object 
intended by it, but there was not time to return it to the Leg- 
islature and UM another passed, supplying its defects. 

Believing that it might do some good by obtaining an ex- 
pression of publio sentiment on the subject, which would influ- 
ence future legislation, I allowed it to become a law. 

It is very probable that the result of the vote upon this ques- 
tion, may induce an effort, at this session, to pass what is 
commonly called a prohibitory liquor law, sieh as aia been 
tried in many of the Northern States. 

While 1 do not question the Constitutional power of the 
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Legislature to enact a law prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this State, except so far as their sale may be authors 
ized by importers under the laws of the United States, I feel 
constrained to say that, £ believe the enactment of such a law 
would be impolitie, — . 

A close observation of the operation of such laws and their 
effect upon society and upon the evil which they propose to 
remedy, has produced the conviction with me, that their influ- 
ence is anything but salutary. 

Although called prohibitor , none of them do ontirely pro- 
hibit the sale of intoxicating liquours. They all proceed upon 
the principle, {hat their sale for some purposes is necessary, 
and all authorize their sale fur mechanical, medicinal and 
sacramental purposes. 

While a sale of liquors is allowed for any purpose, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to confine it to the purposes specified, and in 
nttempting to do this, it has been found necessary to establish 
and encourage asystem of espionage into tho affairs of indi- 
viduals inconsistent with the projer enjoyment of personal 
nberty, and u system of harsh and unusual penalties and pun- 
ishment entirely ao portioned to the offence committed. 

Even these extraordinary means have failed to stop the use 
of intoxicating liquors, or to prevent intoxication, if we may 
judge by the records of the criminal courts of those States 
Where such laws are in forte. 

I do not believe that such a law could be generally enforced 
in this State. But I think that many of the evils caused by 
the use of intoxicating liquors may be prevented by a judicious 
law regulating their sale, 

Most of these evils arise from their nse at public places 
where their exposure for sale in small quantities, tempts thou 
sands to use them to excess, who would otherwise never in. 
dulge in their nse, 

it is their excessive use at such places, that causes most of 
the personal rencovnters which produce so much misery in 


gociety, 
It yon can pass a Jaw that will effectually close all drinking 
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shops, you will free society from a large portion of the evils 
that follow the use of intoxicating liquors. Such a law will 
accord with the sentiments of nine-tenths of our population, 
and may be rigidly enforced. 

During the summer of the year 1854, the commanding Gen- 

eral of this Department made a requisition upon me, for six 
companies of mounted volunteers, to be mustered into the ser” 
vice ot the United States at this place, on the Ist of November 
of that year, for the purpose of a campaign agamst those tribes 
of Indians upon our frontier, who were at that time making 
frequent hostile inroads into our settlements. 

To meet this requisition, the State was divided into six dis- 
tricts, and one company of volunteers was called for from each. 

Our citizens manifested their usual alucrity to serve their 
country, aud these companies were promptly raised and marched 
to this plaee at the time appointed. 

Owing to an apparent contradiction between the orders issued 
by the War Department at Washiugton City, and those issued 
by Gen. Smith, who was then absent from his headquarters on 
a trip to El Paso, no provision was made for mustering these 
companies into the United: States service, when they reached 
here, at the time appointed. 

Believing that the services of these companies were needed 
on the frontier, and that they would be received by Gen. Smith 
when he returned to his headquarters, I caused them to be mus- 
tered into the service of the State, and kept embodied until I 
could learn his determination. 

Upon the return of the Commanding General, as I had ant’- 
cipated, they were received by him and mustered into the 
service of the United States, at different periods between the 
Ist and 25th of December. 

A contract was made with Mr. S. M. Swenson, a merchant of 
this city, for most of the subsistence, forage and transportation, 
and all of the camp equipage, ammunition, &c., required for 
these troops while they should be retained in the service of the 
State. "Those arlicles not furnished by Mr. Swenson, which 


formed but a small portion, were purchased from persons at the 
points where they were needed, with the assurance that they 
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should be paid for them either by the General Goverment, or 
by this State. 

An appropriatien of twenty-five thousand dollars was subse: 
quently obtained from Congress by our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, to pay the expenses of sustaining these volunteers 
previous to the time they were mustered into the service of the 
United States, and Mr. Swenson, upon application at the United 
States Treasury, was paid the amount due him under his con- 
tract. The other parties, who are numerous, but whose several 
claims are small, have not yet been paid. The appropriation 
is ample to cover them, but they have delayed sending them to 
Washington City for payment, on account of the trouble and 
expense that would attendsuch a course, and I recommend that 
an appropriation be made for their payment from our Treasury, 
and that the vouchers be forwarded and collected from the 
United Treasury for the benefit of the State. 

‘tis perhaps proper L should state, that in making the con. 
‘tract with Mu. Swenson, it was understood that he shonld receive 
an advance of thirty-five hundred dollars, aud that for the re- 
sidue, which amounted to about seventeen thonsand dollara, he 
should wait until an appropriation could be obtained for his 
payment. l 

In order to make this advance, an nnexpended balance of an 
appropriation, made by the last Legislature, for the rescue of 
eaptives in the hands of the Indians, was drawn from the 
Treasury on my own responsibility, which was subsequently 
returned by Mr. Swenson after he was paid by the United States- 

An appropriation was also made by Congress, which was 
considered sufficient to pay these troops for their services, but 
when they were paid off, the Payntasters only had orders to pay 
them from the fime they were actually mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States, consequently they have never been 
paid for the time that elapsed, between the Ist of November, 
when they should have been mustered by the United States, 
and the time when they were so mustered. , l 

The United States will, without doubt, when this matter is 
properly understood at Washington, (and measures have beer 

-taken to have it explained there,) pay them also for this service, 
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but in the mean time these men are deprived of what is juatly 
due them. 

They were called from their homes at great expense, strictly 
ia accordance with the law and the authority vested in the 
Commanding General of the Department. It was not their 
fault that they were not received into the United States service 
at the time originally designated by Gen. Smith, for they 
were promptly atthe place appointed, and they should not 
longer be deprived of their pay. 

I therefore recommend that an appropriation be made for 
their payment from our Treasury, and that measures be taken 
to have the amount refunded from the United States Treasury. 

A statement of the amount that will be required, to pay 
these men for this service, and also for the balance of the sup- 
plies furnished for their use, will be transmitted to you, as soon 
as it can be prepared. 

A large portion of the mounted troops which the General 
Government has for several years kept upon our frontier for ite 
protection, was withdrawn and sent to Kansas during the past 
summer. 

When ‘these troops left, the Indians immediately renewed 
their hostile incursions into our settlements, several of our cit- 
izens were killed and a large number of horses were stolen by 
them. 

Application was made to General Smith to have a mounted 
force sent to the neighborhood where these outrages were com- 
mitted, but there was a long delay in getting a reply to this ap- 
plication, and in the mean time, our citizens were suffering so 
severely from the frequent attacks of the Indians, that L felt it 
to be my duty to call out a company of mounted volunteers un- 
der the command of Capt. J. H. Callahan, who were mustered 
into service about the 20th of July last, to serve for three 
months unless sooner discharged. 

Capt. Callahan was directed to repair to such point, in the 
vicinity of the settlements on the Guadalupe river and its trib- 
ntaries in Comal and Bexar counties, and on the upper Blanco, 
as would enable him to give them full protection against the 
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Indians, and to keep his command actively engaged in ranging 
in that vicinity, unless it should become necessary to pursue’ 
any maraudiug parties-of Indians, that might be found in that 
neighborhood, in which case, he was authorized to follow them 
up and chastize them wherever they mizht be found. 

He was subsequently directed to divide his company and 
send a portion to such point as would afford protection to the. 
settlements in Medina and Bexar counties, West and Sónth of 
the point where he was at first directed to employ his entire 
company. * 

This company had several skinmishes with small parties of 
Indians, killed many of them aud recaptured many horses 
which they had taken from our citizens. 

Their services were unremitted and efficient, and tended 
in a great degree, to restore confidence to the settlements near 
which they were stationed. 

But depredations coutinued to be committed, and several of 
our citizens were killed by small parties of Indians in Bexar, 
Goliad and other counties, distant from the operations of this 
company. 

Sinall parties of our citizens rallied, pursued and had several 
encounters with them, in which many Indians were killed, who 
proved to be Lipans from the West side of the Rio Grande. 

Near the close of September, Capt, Callahan, with a portion 
of his company and other citizens, who volunteered for the oc- 
casion, from Jays, Guadalupe, Bexar, and other counties, con- 
sisting in all of about 115 men, pursued a party of Lipan In- 
dians, who had been-into our settlements committing depreda- 
tions, to and across the Rio Grande, where he had an encounter 
with a large party of Indians assisted by many citizens of Mex- 
ico, in which, four of his command were killed and several 
wounded, and a large number of the force opposed to him were 
killed and wounded. 

The Indians, and those citizens of Mexico who acted. with 
them, retreated from the battle ground, and during the night 
Captain Callahan fell back and occupied Piedras Negros, a 
small village on the west bank of the Rio Grande, opposite 
Eagle Pass. ; 
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He was subsequently attacked by a large body of Indians 
and Mexicans, and to secure a safe retreatto this bank ot the 
Rio Grande, it became necessary for him to set fire to the 
village. 

His report shows that he crossed the Rio Grande, in pursuit 
of Lipan Indians who were escaping with property stolen from 
our citizens, and 1 think he was fully justified in doing so, by 
the laws of nations. 

It appears too, from this report, that the Mexican authorities 
favored and assisted his crossing; with a knowledge that it was 
his intention to attack the Lipans. 

Upon the receipt of Captain Callahaws first report, giving 
an account of the circumstances that attended his pursuit of 
these Indians into Mexico, his engagement with the Indians, 
and those who aided them, and his subsequent occupation of 
the village of Piedras Negros, a letter was addressed to him, 
justifying his conduct, with the exception of bis occupation of 
hat village, which was condemned, and he was directed to 
retire at once, within the limits of this State. 


It is much to be regretted that it afterwards became necessary 
for him to burn that village, in order to secure his retreat. Bu 
the fact that the Mexican authorities made common cause with 
the Indians against his command, and thereby created the ne- 
cessity for this act, excuses his conduct in this regard. 

Captain Callahan was selected to command this company 
on, account of his frequent service upon the frontier, and his 
known prudence and discretion in the execution of his duty. 

His high character for integrity forbids the idea that he had 
any other object in entering Mexico, than that avowed, which 
was to recapture from those Indians the stolen property that 
they carried with them in their retreat from this State, and to 
punish them for the wrongs they had done to our citizens. It 
is also a sure guaranty, that he would never have authorized 
any wanton destruction of the property of citizens of Mexico. 

The term of service of this company expired on the 20th of ^ 
October, upon which day they were discharged. The supplies 
necessary for their support were obtained on a iim: s af 
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reasonable prices. A statement of their cost, accompanied with 
proper vouchers, will shortly be transmitted tc you, together 
with a muster roll of the company, and I rely with confidence 
upon your making the necessary appropriations to pay for these 
supplies, and also for the services of the company. 


Many applications have been made recently, to have addi- 
tional companies of volunteers ealled into service, but as 1 had 
assurances from Gen. Smith, that he would place three com- 
panies of mounted riflemen at such points as would give pro- 
tection te those settlements which have been infested by the 
Indians, as soon as they could be brought up from the Rio 
Grande, which would be as early as volunteers could be equipt 
ped for the service, I did not feel that I would be justified in 
granting these applications. 

Assurances have been recently received from Gen. Smith, 
that the Rifle Regiment will soon be filled up to its full com- 
plement, and that an additional regiment of mounted men, un- 
der the command of Col. Johnston, is now on its way to this 
State. With this force, properly employed, he willhe able to 
give that protection to our frontier, which it has failed to re- 
eeive for the last eighteen months. 

It is proper, in this connection, I should inform you, tha 
efforts have been made by some of our citizens, since the retur 
of Capt. Callahan's command from the Rio Grande, to raise 
volunteers to enter Mexico and ehastise the Lipan Indians, and 
that the 15th of this month has been designated as the day for 
the assembling of all those who are willing to engage in such 
an enterprise. 


While I believe that we shall continue to be troubled more 
er less, by this tribe of Indians, until they are punished by our 
government, or properly restrained by the government of 
Mexico, 1 am unwilling to see unauthorized bodies of armed 
men undertake such an expedition, and have taken every oppor 

“tunity to discourage our citizens from giving countenance to its 

The United States government has selected and surveyed 
twelve leagues of land, forthe use and benefit of the several 
Indian tribes residing within the limits of this State, under the 
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provisions of “An Act relating to the Indians of Texas,” ap- 
proved the 6th of February, 1854. 

These lands have been delineated upon the map of the land 
district in which they are situated, and a plot of them with the 
field notes of their survey have been returned and designated 
upon the map of the General Land Office. 

They were selected in two tracts, one of eight leagues, a short 
distance below Fort Belknap on the Brazos river, and the 


. Other of four leagues on the Clear Fork of the Brazos, about 
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thirty-five miles distant from the first. 

The officer, who made these selections and surveys for the 
United States, was of opinion that they were to contain twelve 
leagues by English measure, instead of Mexican measure, by 
which our lands have always been surveyed. 

Two plots and two sets of field notes, one by the former and 
the other by the latter measure, were returned by this officer, 
and both were delineated on the map at the General Land 
Office. 

It is the desire of the United States that the survey by Eng- 
jish measure should be confirmed, as it will give a-quantity 
better suited to the purpose for which it is designed. 

Upon a former occasion I recommended a change of the 
Constitution, providing for an increase of the number of Judges 
of onr Supreme Court. Though the last Legislature failed to 
act upon that recommendation, I still adhere to the opinion 
which I then entertained ; and subsequent observation and re- 
flection have tended to strengthen the conviction that such a 
change would prove beneficial to the interest of the State. 

The reasons which induced the Convention to fix the number 
at three, no longer exist. 

The cases to be decided were then few—now they are nume- 
rous; the labors that were then to be performed were compa- 
ratively light—now they are exceedingly onerous. The business 
of that Court has recently so much increased, that fears are 
now entertained that appeals will in future remain for years 
undecided. Protracted litigation is universally regarded as 
against public policy; and in practice it has too often proved 
ruinous to both of the parties litigant, 
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In order to avoid this evil, I again advise that there shall be 
submitted to the people, a proposition so to amend the Constitu- 
tion, as to authorize the election of two additional Judges for 
that Court. 

I also advise that the salaries of the Judges of our Supreme 
Court be inereased; they are now entir ely inadequate to the 
labors which they ate necessarily compelled to perform. Jus- 
tice’and policy both require that they be increased. 

Should a State, with a large surplus capital, be williug to 
avail itself of labor, of learning and of talent, and give in re- 
turn what only amounts to a bare subsistence? Can Govern- 
ment expend its treasure for any object more laudable than 
that which is best calculated to secure a wise and a just ad- 
ministration of its laws? Surely no contracted views should 
prevent our Government from obtaining the highest qualifica- 
tions for that tribunal, whose decision dispcses of the property 
the liberty una the lives of its citizens. 

I also recommend an increase of the salaries of our District 
Judges. Their labors are great, their salaries are low, and they 
ought to be inereased. 

Talso recommend that provision be made for obtaining an 
aecnrate geological survey of the State. Weoweittoourselves 
to remain no longer ignorant of the properties of our soil 
By expending an inconsiderable sum, we can bring to bear upon 
it, the lights of science, and can know its component parts, its 
capacities and its hidden treasures. 

The Reports of the Directors and Superintendent of the State 
Penitentiary, and also of the Disbursing Agent thereof, for the 
years 1854 and 1855, are herewith transmitted for your infor- 
mation. 

They show that the affairs of this institution have been ably 
and successfully managed. Your attention is respectfully i in- 
vited to the many judicions recommendations contained in the 
report for the present year, and particularly to that of the Di- 
rectors, in relation to an increase of the salaries of the Super- 
intendent and disbursing agent. The duties of these offices 
are arduous and responsible. The present incumbents have 
shown themselves to be well fitted for their síations, and they 
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should receive a compensation for their services commensurate 
with their value. : 

In publishing these reports, I would suggest, that the items 
in the account of the disbursing agent be omitted, as they are 
of no value to the general reader, while they add gréatly to the 
cost of publication. 


I would also suggest that one hundred extra copies be printed 
for the use of the Superintendent to enable him to exchange 
reports with other institutions of a similar character, by which 
means he will become thoroughly acquainted with all the im- 
provements in the management of prisons in other States and 
countries. 

The Reports of the different Executive Officers at this place 
will be transmitted for your information, as soon as they can 
be completed. The present law requires them to include all 
transactions of their offices up to the Ist day of November; 
this does not allow sufficient time to have these reports made 
out and sent in to the Legislature at the commencement of the 
session. I would therefore suggest, that the law be changed so 
as to require their reports to be made up to the 1st of October, 
instead of the 1st of November. 

A short report of the Commissioners appointed “to prepare 
a Code amending, supplying, revising, digesting and arranging 
the laws of this State,” is herewith submitted, showing the pro- 
gress that has been been made in the work, and that it will be 
prepared for submission to you by the 20th of the present 


. month. 


I had matured a plan for the issuance of head right, bounty 
and donation certificates for land, different from that heretofore 


` pursued, under which it has been discovered that numerous 


frauds have been committed, but the recent burning of the 
office of the Adjutant General has destroyed most of the ori- 
ginal evidences npon which bounty and donation certificates 
were issued. 

This has made the plan matured, inapplicable to the means 
that now exist for proving such claims. 

I hope, howevef, within a short period, to be able to recom- 
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mend some safe mode of proceeding in the absence of this lost 
evidence, and to present a plan by which, in issuing certifi- 
cates, the rights of individuals and of the State will be properly 
guarded. 

The evidence discovered in regard to the frauds that have 
been perjutrated in obtaining bounty and donation certificates, 
and also in relation to forgeries of head right certificates, will 
be made the subject of a special message. 

1 submit herewith a communication from the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, in relation to the burning of his office, which contains all 
the information that has been obtained in regard to the cause 
of this lamentable occurrence, by which all the original 
archives of the War and Navy Departments of the late Repub- 
lic of Texas have been destroyed. 

This great loss should impress upon us the necessity of pro- 
viding suitable fire proof buildings for the security of the re- 
maining archives of our government. 

The records and papers of the State Department are now 
kept in an insecure wooden building, equally as liable to be 
fired either by accident or by an incendiary, as were those of 
the Adjutant General's office. 

The building now occupied for the General Land Office, 
although suficient for the period of its erection, is now entirely 

nadequate for the increased business of that office ; a large, 


and more commodious building would greatly facilitate the 
despatch of its business, and the present Land Office would 


furnish ample rooms for those of our public offices that are not 
now suvplied with fire proof buildings. 

- This matter is commended to your consideration with a con- 
fidence that you will adopt all reasonable means to insure the 
safety of our public records. 

1 also think it would be a measure of prudence to have a 
person employed to guard our public buildings, at night; this 
precaution might prevent them from being broken open and 
their contents destroyed or taken away, and would render 
them more secure from fire. 

Many measures of general and local interest, that will require 
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your action, have probably been overlooked in this communi- 
cation, but they will undoubtedly occur to you and receive that 
attention which their importance demands. 

I have endeavored to give you such information of the state 
of our government, as I thought would be useful, and to recom- 
mend such measures as seem necessary to remedy the defects 
that exist in its administration—to promote the moral and 
social welfare of our people, and to develope and improve our 
internal resources. 

It remains with ouy to give effect to such of them as you 
may approve, and to originate others which you may think 
likely to secure the welfare and happiness of our citizens.

To the Hon. Sixth Legislature of the State of Texas:  - 
We the undersigned, appointed by an Act of Feb. 14th, 
1854, as a Board of Commissioners, to have general supervision 
over the Commissioners, Superintendent and Contractors for 
the erection of a State Capitol, beg leave to report: That im- 
mediately after the adjournment of the last Legislature, we 
entered upon the discharge of the duties assigned us under said 
Act, by assuming a general direction over those employed in 
the erection of the building, and controlling the payments made 
to Contractors, from that time, according tothe amount of work 
executed by them respectively. 

We would respectfully state, that neither of us claim to any 
knowledge of the science of architecture, and as we were ap- 
pointed supervisory Commissioners, after the larger part of the 
work upon the building was done, and the general design and 
finish before the Hon. Legislature, and as we never had before 
us the working plan or specifications of the building, our duties 
were chiefly confined to examining the work as it progressed, 
o see that it was executed in a workman-like manner, and so 
managing the appropriations as to keep within our control a 
sufficient amount of the funds, asto carry out what we believed 
the chief object of our appointment—that was the completion 
of the building in time for the meeting of your bodies on the 
1st November, last, leaving it to the original Commissioners and 
Superintendent, to see that the minutia of plan and specifica- 
tions were adhered to and earried out by the Contractors. 
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As part of this report, we transmit herewith a statement fur- 
nished by the Comptroller, exhibiting the expenditures made 
from the appropriations for the erection of the Capitol since 
our appointment, and.thé balance thereof, yet undrawn. 

We have been furnished with the final report of Commisson- 
ers Jas. G. Swisher and S. G. Haynie, accompanied with the 
report of James Doyle, Esq., Superintendent of the building. 
Mr. Doyle says in his report, that Q. J. Nichols, the Contractor 
for the stone’ work of the:building, had completed in a substan- 
tial and workman-like manner, that portion of” the work: that 
came within the provisions of his contract; also, that A. H. 
Cooke, Esq., the contractor for the wood work, &e., of the buld- 
ing, had with the exception: of the hanging of the windows with 
weights, completed in an acceptable manner, that portion of 
the work of the building, coming within the provisions of his 
contract. The statements of the Superintendent are. fully en- 
ein by the Commissioners,‘ as correct and satisfactory to 
them 

The Commissioners send, accompanying. their report, the 
Record Book of proceedings with such drafts and plans of the 
building as they had in their possession. The book of pro- 
ceedings contains a descriptive plan of the building, the work- 
ing specifications, and the several contracts made for the erec- 


tion of the same. 
The reports, together with the accompaniments, we herewith 


transmit, for the consid eration of the Legislature. 

We do not consider ourselves as competent to endorse the 
statements of the Commissioners and Superintendent as to the 
completion ef building according to the plan and specifications, 
for the reason that we have not the scientific and practical 
knowledge that is essential to qualify us for such an endorse- 
membé. 

There is one feature in the appearance of the building, ` con- 
stituting in our minds a fault that we do not believe was in- 
cluded in the original design. We allude to thé projection of the 
gable ends of the two pr incipal roofs, above the parapet walls— 
giving in our jadgment, an unfinished aspect to the building, 
uuvt consistent with architeetural beauty. After a careful read- 
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ing of the descriptive plan and specifications of the building 
we are still at a loss to state where the responsibility of this 
defect or faultif any, should rest. 

We would further report, that upon examining the specifiea- 
tions it was found that no provisions had been made for paint- 
ing the tin roof of the building, and being assured by Com- 
missioners Swisher and Haynie, that it was not contemplated or 
included in the contract of A. H. Cooke, and having satisfied 
ourselves that the painting of the roof could not by implication 
either in law or in accordance with usage, be considered as a - 
part of Mr. Cooke's contract, and believing it absolutely essen- 
tial thatthe tin roof should be well painted, in erder to prevent 

vit from rust, we felt it our duty to make the best arrangements 

we could to have the work done. Accordingly it was agreed 
to, on our part, with Mr. Cook, that he should paint the roof, 
and we to represent the matter to the Legislature for the pur- 
pose of obtaining him reasonable compensation therefor. 

The work was done, by Mr. Cook, and so far as we are able 
to judge,in a good and substantial manner, and we therefor 
refer Mr. Cook’s claim to your honorable bodies, with a reliance 
on your sense of justice, to make provision for his payment. 

We have also, further to report, that the fund set aside, out 


“of the general appropriation for the specific purposes of paying 


the salaries of the two Commissioners and Superintendent, was 
exhausted on the 6th day of June, 1854, since which time those 
officers have received no pay for their services. These services 
continued up to the date of their respective finel reports, and 
we would respectfully recommend that appropriation be made 
for the balances due thereon, 
Respectfully, your obedient servants.

Governor of the State: 


_ Sm:—The “Act to establish a system of common sehoola" 
makes it the duty of the Treasurer of the State, 4o-repert to the 
Governor annually on or before the Ist day of Ogteber, the 
"condition of the “Common School Fund." This duty on my 
part has been delayed this year, owing to the failure of a 
number of Assessors and Collectors in making their returns to 
this office on or before the first day of July, as they were ro- 
quired to do by law, of the census of thes à i 
of their respestive counties. In fact, when the time arrived 
under the law, the 1st of September last, for the first distribu- 
tion ofthe money, but about one half of the Assessore and 
Collectors had complied with the requirements of the law.— 
Deeming it impraetieable to make a distribution under such 
circumstances, I, on the Ist day of September, sent a 
circular letter to the Chief Justices of all tle counties, to the 
effect, that owing to the facts above stated, the distribution of 
the school money would be delayed until the first of this 


¿ month, and urging the Chief Justices of those counties from 
| which no returns had been made, to adopt some course that 
| would ensure the returns here by the Ist inst. Notwithstand- 
| ing this long delay, there are eleven counties from which 
| no returns have been received, and the scholastic population of 
| which I have been compelled to estimate in order to make such 
| a distribution Bow, as the law seems to require. The basis 
| adopted fot éitimating the counties not returned, was taking 
| the tale of such counties, and comparing them with some 
¡adj county, or some county the situation of which was 


considered as parallel in increase of population, 
The amount of Special School Fund m the Treasury for dis- 
tribution up to the brat day of September, 1854, is $41,666,67. 
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This amount is the interest upon the $2,000,000 U. S. Bonds 
set aside for a permanent fund, from the 31st day of January, 
1854, (the date of the approval of the “Act to establish a 
system of common schools”) to the first day of July, 1854— 
one of the dates the semi-annual coupons upon the Bonds are 
due and payable. uu 

The sum of $50,587 06 is taken for distribution, reserving in 
the Treasury $1,079 61 for the payment of contingent expenses 
ineident to the law, and to correct and supply deficiencies, if 
any, in the counties where the number of children (for want of 
returns) have been estimated. 

Any balance not required to meet expenses, or to make up 
deficiencies, will be transferred to the Special School Fund for 
1855, as also any amount that may be retained from counties 
where the estimate proves to be above the returns, when 
received. 

The amounts sef aside for counties where the Assessors and 
Collectors have failed to return the number of scholastie popu- 
lation, wili be reserved and held in this office until the returns 
are made, at which time the estimated amounts will be substi- 
tuted by the amount found due upon the returns which will 
then be paid in accordance with the provisions of the law. 

As a part of this report I transmit to your Excellency, ac- 
companying this, an abstract statement, showing the number 
of children in each county, as per returns and estimates, and 
also the amount due each county, under the pro-rata distribu- 
tion provided for by the Common School Law.

It will beseen, by referring to the General or State account, 
that the balance of specie in the Treasury, on the 31st day -of 
Oct. last, to meet the appropriations and expenses of Govern- 
ment, was thirty-nine thousand seven hundred and forty eight 
dollars, and 14 cents, (839,748 14.) This sum has been largely 
drafted upon to moet expenses for the month of November, 
leaving little or no specie in the Treasury, that can be legiti- 
mately used for ordinary purposes. J think that atleast seven— 
ty thousand of the seventy-five thousand ($75,000 00) in specie 
belonging to the General School Fund should be immediately 
transferred to State account for disbursement, and replaced by 
U.S. 5 per cent. Bonds, now standing to the credit of State ac- 
count. This would still leave suflicient specie to the credit of

the General School Fund to meet the drafts that are being pre- 
sented under the provisions of the 12th and 13th sections of “An 
Act to establish a system of schools.” 

By thus transferring the seventy thousand dollars ($70,000 00) 
that amount, with thirty-nine thousand three hundred and sev- 
enty-five ($39,375 00) interest that will be due on the Ist Jan., 
1856, upon one million five hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($1,575,000 00,)U. S. Bonds, will give this office sufficient 
disbursable funds, to meet all the demands against it, until the 
close of the present session of the Legislature.

- Of this sum, only $800,000 
were sold, as it was considered that that amount would answer 
our present purposes at least; thus leaving $200,000 of Bonds, 
which can now be disposed of. With this amount and the in- 
terest which will accrue on the bonds on hand, I think the 
Treasury can be supplied until the taxes of 1856 become avail- 
able.

REVENUE—ITS REDUCTION AND EXPENDITURE’ 

As the question of the reduction of our present rate of taxa- 
tion is likely to be considered by the Legislature now in Session, 
I will present thé following facts, showing the probable ex-, 
pense of the State for the coming year, or the average yearly 
expenditure under the present establishment; the adequacy of 
the revenue from taxation to meet the same at the present rate, 
and the inadequacy thereof at a reduction of one-sixth, or 
to 124 cents on the hundred dollars. 

The legitimate expenses of the government, one year with. 
another may be stated at $218,580 exclusive of all extraneous, 
disbursements. The revenue of .1856, adding 123 per cent for the 
increase of that year over 1855, at the present rate of taxation, 
ufter deducting the expenses of assessing and collecting, would. 
be $233,491,05. a 

Adding the same increase per cent. for 1856, over 1855, and. 
reducing the rate of taxation to 124 cents on the hundred dol- 
lars, the yield, in nett, would be $200,798,67. ae: 

We have thus a surplus of receipts under the present rate of 
taxation of $14,911,05, allowing that no defalcation on the part 
of collectors should occur; and that no appropriations other 
than those now required by law should be made, and a debet ` 
of $17,781 33c under the reduced rate. l i 

It may be thought that the increase of 1856 over 1855, as 
above computed, is not as great as might be expected, when 
compared with former years; but it must be remembered that 
an increase of 124 per cent for-1856, on $149,521,451, the tax- 
able value of property for 1855, is greater in amount than the 
increase of 33} per cent for 1851 over 1850, when the taxable 
property of 1850 was $51,814,615, and of 1851 $69,739,581.:

It will be observed thattheré is a considerable falling off in 
the revenue from Licence Tax, for the present conipared with 
the former year.

The object of this law was to prevent the retailing 
system, but.in its practical operation it entirely failed. There

The total neft proceeds trom the sale of Austin lots, under 
the various acts of the Legislature, including the notes on hand 
for the second and third instalments of the recent sale amounts 
to $59,855,76.

cienttime to prepare reports so as to furnish them to the Legis- 
lature at the commencement of the session. I would therefore 
recommend that the Treasury fiscal year be changed, so as to 
end on the 30th of September, which will give the officers time 
to prepare reports and submit them at the opening of the ses- 
sion. 

In connection with this subject I would state that heretofore 
the report from this office which is necessarily voluminous, has 
not been printed until after the adjournment of the Legislature, 
owing to the quantity of business in the printing office conse- 
quent thereon, and the result has been that but few of the mem- 
bers are advised of its contents during the session. If the 
printing of the report is hereafter to be continued, I would sug- 
gest that authority be given to do so before the convening of 
the Legislature, by which means it can be almost ready at the 
meeting, and each member can have an opportunity of know- 
ing its contents. . 

nder the present law the assessors and collectors are not al- 
lowed compensation for assessing license tax. As there is as 
much trouble attending the assessment of this tax as the ad va- 
lorem, I would recommend that the same commission be, 
allowed for assessing the one that there is for the other.

113, has been completed from San Luis, or 
West Galveston Bay to the Brazos River, aud is in actual use 
and sufficient for the purposes for which if is intended by the 
Act of incorporation, and requesting the appointment of a 
Commissioner for the purpose of examining and inspecting.sald 
work, with the view of obtaining the Land Scrip to which the 
Company is entitled by An Act, Approved February-11, 1854, 
Chapter 79.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER. 


GALVESTON, Texas, | 
October 31st, 1855. 
Hon, James B. Suaw, Comptroller of Public Accounts: 

Sir—I have the honor to submit the followisg report of my 
examination and inspection of the Canal between San Luis 
Bay and the Brazos River, made in compliance with the 
instructions contained in your letter of the 19th ultimo—finding 
the Canal to be in actual use. Previous to making any exami- 
nation in detail, I availed myself of an opportunity to gothrongh 
it on board the steamboat, “ Major Harris, ” which left this city 
on the morning of the 19th inst., and reached the Brazos River 
on the afternoon of the same day, without meeting any obstruc- 
tion or impediment whatever, having no where on the route a. 
less depth of water than four and a half feet in the Bay, and 
from five to six feet in the Canal. 

On my-return in a small sail boat I sounded all the way 
carefully, with the same results, although it was low water 
when 1 left the mouth of the river. These soundings indicate 
a greater depth than usual, owing to the fact, that the easterly 
winds which was then and had been prevailing for several days 
previous, had raised the tide in San Luis Bay considerably 
above its ordinary stage. In this state of affairs I deemed it 
proper to suspend operations, and await the return of the Bay 
to its normal condition before concluding niy examination. 

- On my second trip (made after a heavy “Norther” had 
reduced the tide at this city to a very low stage) I found’ at 
Deer Islands but two and one quarter feetin the best water; at 
Caranchua, four feet; in San Luis Bay, from two and a half 
to three feet, andin the Canal, three feet, except near “ Drum 

. Point," where, for three or four hundred yards, there was but 
wo feet. 

That portion of the Canal in the Bay consists of several sec- 
tions or “ents” through such bars and shoals as originally ` 
obstructed the channels and their length in the aggregate, is 
about four miles. This I cán only state approximately, asit was 
impossible to measure the ith any degree of accuracy, por- 
tions of the work being ‘ely under water. 

The Canal through the main land consists of fou sections, 
viz: from San Luis Bay to Oyster Creek, one and five-eighth 
miles; down Oyster Creek, one mile, thence through the main 
land one mile to East Union Bayou, and down said Bayou 
about three-fourths of a mile to its confluence with the Brazos 
River. The whole of this distance cut through a tenacious 
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The banks are very firm and covered with: vegetation suffi-^ 
cient to protect them from danger of washing in. . p 
The dépths of the cuts in the Bay, and'in the main land may 

be stated as follows: -

This is about what the average condition of the tide wonld 
give when uninfluenced by the wind. At times dnring the pre- 
valence of heavy Easterly winds it would be safe to sáy that all 
of the above depths would be increased two feet—indeed, I saw 
evidences to that effect on the stakes and channel marks through 
the Bay.: During long and severe Northers or a continuance of 
South-Westerly winds (which reduce the tide of San Luis Bay 
much more than Northers) the depth of water will not exceed 
two feef, and then navigation will be obstructed. 

The Acts of February 8th, 1850, and February 11th, 1854, to 
which you call my attention, seem to have but two require- 
ments, viz: that the work shall be adapted to the purposes for 
which it was intended, and that it shall be completed in a good 
and substantial manner. The first eonditon is, 1 think fully 
complied with, as the “ Major Harris” has for a year past been 
running through the Canal as a packet between this city and 
Columbia, on the Brazos River, with very fair success ; during 
this time several other steamboats and sail vessels have passed 
through without difficulty, and the Canal has been by public 
notice from the Directors declared open for stern-wheel steamers 
and sail barges. 

As to the character of the work, I have to say, that portion of 
it through the main land is equal to any, and will compare 
favorably with anything of the kind in the United States; that 
in the Bay is not so good, for the réason that it is too narrow 
and erooked, and that no arrangements to permit meeting 
boats to pass each other have been made. Another objection is 
to the character of the embankments in the bay, which are 
composed of soft mud and shells taken from the bottom.— 
Wherever they have been thrown entirely above water, the sun 
has baked them into a species of concrete, firm enough to resist 
the action of the sea and the wheels of steamers, showing that 
the work in the Bay can be made equal to that through the 
main Jand; but wherever the embankments are submerged, or 
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unless soon prevented, will sweep them back to their original 
condition. ` A short portion only, of the work ia in this State, .. 


"(say half a mile) and the Directors I learn are now making pre- 


parations to repair this section and to remedy the other-evila I | 
have mentioned. Me AE DN MP 

You desire me to stato my Opinion with regard to the capa- 
bilities of the work for the purposes of navigation ; thia I could 
only do with confidence after a careful examinatiep, extending 
over a much longer period than is practigáble to ‘devote to;it. 
My present impression is, that the. Canal affords hetter water 
than the Bay itself, and that if a class of boata..ean. be built, 
(which experienced boatmen assure me fo be the faet) not to 
draw when laden over two and a-half feet, fhe time will rarely 
occur when one cannot pass through.the entire work without 
difficulty. : . ! s a qa. 

Having now replied to all your interrogatories; I would most 
respectfully beg leave to offer'the following suggestions: that; 
in my opinion the further expenditure of twenty.thonsand dol- | 
lars, properly applied, would «render this work “equal to ‘any 
inland navigation in: Texas, so-far as. depth-of- wafer is con- 
cerned, and that when the improvements now contemplated by 
the Directors are made and the water through the Y cuts in 
the Bay confined within proper embankments, the tendency 
will be to improve the depth by tke action of the currents on 
the soft muddy bottom. During-the whole period of my stay 
a curient with the velocity of about three miles per hour was 
running in one or the other direction. - te. eS 

In view of the benefits already experienced frown the work to 
so large a section of country, L think it well deggrves to be 
placed on the same footing with Railroads and other works of 
public improvement, as a recipient of State aid and patronage. 
Estimating the crop of Brazoria and the adjacent counties to be 
about what has heretofore been shipped from the mouth of the 
River. it is easy tosee that-near 850,000 may annually be sayed 
by means of the Canal, that sum being about the difference of 
freights and insurance alone in favor of the Canal, over the out- 
side route in getting this crop to market, and te say nothing of 
return freights consisting of supplies, &c all of which saving 
will inure directly to the benefit of the planting interests o! 
those counties. — | . o. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to say that I haye presented a plain | 
statement of facts from which you can judge for yourself as to 
the merits of the work. L hope the objections I have felt it my: 
puty to make, are not of such a character as ta preclude ‘the 
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Canal from receiving the benefits of the Act of 1854. 1 have 
no copy of the Act of February, 11th, 1854, and -consequently 
partially so, they are very soft and yielding; the consequence 
is, that the water from each side has cut sluices through, and 
reddish clay that seems to underlay the whole coast of Texas, 
and crops out between San Luis and the Brazos, 

do not know precisely what action is required of me other than 
pointed out in your letter. Ifthe matter rested entirely with 
me, I am inclined to the opinion that I-would pass over the 
objections, (which I have no doubt will soon be removed) and 
that I would accept the work.

Our figures show the liabilities for land granted to seminaries, 
and the out-standing balance of university land, greater than 
heretofore reported. "This 1s owing to errors found to exist in 
our last biennial report. 

There have been made within the last two years 7,107 patents, 
being an increase of 2,496, over the issue of the preceeding two 
years, notwithstanding the rapid increase of business, the disad- 
vantages of a crowded office, and the great amount of miscella- 
neous work, of which no report can be made, 

Under the appropriation made for the purchase of blank land 
patents at the last session of the Legislature, I entered into a 
contract with Mr. F. T. Duffau, of this city, for the delivery of 
25,000 at this office. Owing to the scarcity of parchment in 
the United States, the full number contracted for has not yet been 
received ; supplies, however, have been ordered from Europe, 
and the full number contracted for will soon be received. The 
most of those received, are of a superior quality, and prepared 
with much taste, and upon an entirely new and somewhat differ- - 
ent plate from the one heretofore used.

It may be necessary here to state that the above amount is not 
allthat has been earned, there being now in the office a large, 
number of patents that have not been called for, besides many” 
translations, copies, maps &c., amounting to several thousand 
dollars; also a considerable amount due for the last mentioned, 
character of work, written for, and sent to the . applicants, who 
have not yet remitted the fees. 

For want of sufficient office 100m, the full number of additional 
clerks granted by the last Legislature, were not employed, 

The building now ocenpied, is much ‘tog small to accomodate 
the number of “employees necessary to transact the multiplicity 
of business now before the Department, and which is daly being 
presented ; and for the proper keeping of the archives, “which. 
from being too much orowded become mutilated, and without 
additional room, must in the rapid: accumulation, bosoms 
more so. 

I deem it necessary that 1 should particularly lay before you 
the present condition of the diaftsman’s Department, which is a 
very ‘important one in the examination of and preparing sur- 
veys for patenting. The old maps : are in a very bad: state, and 
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the insufficient number of Draftsmen have prevented their being 
renewed in proper time. A great number of them are entirely 
useless—their incorrectness makes it dangerous to pass up 
surveys for patenting, as sketches furnished by many of the 
District Surveyors change the whole features of the same, and 
with the most scrutinizing accuracy, it is sometimes impossible 
to aveid errors, - . 

These facts show the necessity of having those maps renewed 
in as short a time as possible. They have to be compiled from 
actual data in the office, which 19 a very tedious and troublesome 
business, and one that progresses but slowly: the less so as the 
data is but scanty, and in many cases contradictory. 

Many surveyors in Mexican times, done their work superfi- 
cially —rumning their surveys with chains that did not have the. 
legal, constitutional length, and in many cases did not use the 
chain at all, but merely making the corners on the ground at a 


rough guess, but nevertheless calling in their field notes for - 


certain measures, which of course do not agree with those on the 
ground. The same irregularities happened afterwards, besides 
the difficulty of taking proper connections to those old surveys, 
which from time had been forgotten, their corners destroyed, 
and which could not by re-established. 

The connections that were taken are in most instances wrong, 
and disagree with each other to sucha degree, that in some 
cases, we received from different surveyors as many as six cer- 
tified sketches of the same survey, that did not have a feature 
in common. All of these difficulties make the compiling of 
maps a very tedious and slow business, requiring much care and 
reflection. 

We have now ninety-nine counties, besides the mammoth bor- 
der counties, which have domain enough to make nearly as 
many more of the constitutional size. It will take the entire 
time of one experieneed and diligent Draftsman cne month to 
complete one map, and in many cases it will require twice that 
time and even more. Nine maps compiled by one Draftsman 
in the course of one year is as much as ean be done: It will there- 
fore be seen that the compilation of the maps of the existing 
counties, will oceupy eleven years time of one experienced 
Draftsman. The crowded state of that Department is such, that 
proper care cannot be taken of the maps and records, nor can the 
gentlemen attached to it do justice to the State or to themselves 
in the compilation of maps in a small room, frequently crowded 
by persons on business, interrupting them in thetr drawings and 
mathematical cáleulations. 

Two of the additional Draftsmen employed in accordance 
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with an act of the last Legislature, approved 26th Dec., 1853, 
and who were to be discharged at the expiration of one year 
from the adjournment of the Legislature, have been retained ; 
the Commissioner finding it neeessary to do so, being fully con- 
vinced, that to discharge them the progress of much important 
business would be greatly retarded. The appropriation made 
for the payment of their services has been exhausted séveral 
months, since which time, they have not received one dollar. 
[therefore most respectfully ask that an appropriation be made 
for the payment of their services. oo. 

From reliable information, recently received there can be no 
doubt of false reports of the issuance of certificates having been 
made to this office, by a former county clerk of San Augustine 
county, under the proper seal of-hís office, purporting them 
to have. been issued by the county court, when the court had 
not taken any action whatever upon them, and from a letter 
recently received at this Department from the present clerk of 
the county court of said county, it appears that the records and 
registers of certificates issued iu that county, had been—pre- 
vious to his entering upon the discharge of his offieial duties— 
, either abstracted or destroyed, putting it entirely out offhis 
“power to furnish this Department with a list of all certificates 
issued by the county court for the last two or three years, there- 
by placing this office completely in the dark, as to which are 
genuine or which are spurious, when presented with surveys 
for patenting. The present Clerk of the District Court of San 
Augustine county, furnished this Department a short timesince, 
with a list contaming fourteen headright certifices for one 
league and labor of land each; all of which had been rejected 
by the investigating Board of land Commissioners appointed 
by the Congress of the late Republic of Texas, to detect frand- 


ulent land certificates, and to provide for issuing patents to le- | 


gal claimants. After the action of said investigating Board, 
the parties holding the certificates, petitioned the District Court 
of San Augustine county, in accordance with the first section of 
the supplementary act to detect fraudulent land certificates, 
&c., approved 4th February, 1841, to have said certificates con- 
firmed as genuine, but upon a fair and impartial investigation 
by the Court, they were again rejected, and the parties to whom 
the certificates originally tssued, were declared not entitled to 
the land. 

At several subsequent times, however, a former clerk of said 
District Court reported to this departmont under the proper 
geal of his oflice, that all of said cortificates had been confirmed 
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by the Court as genuine claims against the government, by 
which false report the government would have been defrauded 
out of 64,470 acres of land, had it not been for the vigilance 
and scrutiny of the present very efficient and gentlemanly 
clerk, B. F. Benton, Esq., to whom I feel under obligations gor 
ferreting out and furnishing this department with the inform a- 
tion. D 

Upon these false teports, having every appearance of genu- 
ineness—most of these certificates fell into the hands of inno- 
cent purchasers, who had them located, and surveys made by 
virtue of them, and several of them returned to this office for 
patents; fortunately, however, not more than 10,000 acres had 
been patented previous to the fraud being made known. 

From recent occurrences, L am authonzed in fearing that 
like frauds have been and are being perpetrated ; therefore, I 
would most respectfully suggest to your Honorable bodies, the 
propriety of not again vesting in the county ‘courts authority to 
issue certificates of any kind after the fast day of Febuary, 
next, at which time their functions to issue certificates cease, 
in accordance with the provisions of an act of the last Legis- 
lature, authorizing the county courts to issue unconditional cer- 
tificates, &c., passed 4th Feb. 1854. . 

At this late period there cannot be many individuals entitled 
to headrights, as more than fourfeen years have elapsed since 
the passage of the last Act of the Congress of the late Republic, 
granting lands to emigrants, and most of those who are entitled 
are the heirs of, and legal representatives of deceased ‘persons. 
In order then that those who are entitled may receive their cer- : 
tificates, I would. further suggost that the executive be anthor- 
ized to appoint a commissioner, whose duty it shall be to reside 
at the seat of Government, vested with authority to ¡ssue cer- 
tificates of every kind to those justly entitled under existing 
laws, or such other as your honorable bodies may deem expedi- 
ent to ereate; requiring said commissioner to report monthly 
under the seal of his office, to the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office, all certificates issued by him; giving ir such 
reports, a full description of the same, by number, date, quantity 
of land granted, with fall names of witnesses proving the par- 
ties to be entitled, and their places of residence. ` 

. The appointment of such an officer is more necessary at this 
time, owing to the late burning of the Adjutant General’s office 
with the Archieves, for there are now on file in this office a large 
number of military claims upon which patents cannot issue un- 
til some action is taken by your honorable bodies for the investi- 
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gation of su&& claims and for the relief of persons holding the 
same, many of which belong to the heirs and legal representa- ~ 
tives of deceased soldiers. 5 

There is another subject to which 1 desire to call your atten- 
tion, and that is, the enactment of a law requiring all persons 
holding surveys made by virtue of conditional certificates, to re- 
tura their unconditional certificates to the General Land Office, 
within some specified time, and if not so returned, the lands to 
become vacant public domain, and subject to be located upon 
by any valid land certificate, emanating under the Republic or 
State of Texas. 

It cannot be doubted that many such surveys have been held 
for years, when known to the holders that the original grantees 
of the conditional certificates, left the country before ‘complying 
with the requisition of the law, and never returned; thereby 
forfeiting their right to land, yet many of these surveys are held 
up for speculative purposes, and under existing laws this De- 
partment is bound to respect them. — — 

I cannot close withont again calling your attention to the 
present cramped condition of this Department. 

There are now on file about twenty thousand unpatented 
claims, most of which have undergone no examination, and 
there are being filed daily by applicants in person, and through 
the mails, numbers of claims for which patents are earnestly So- 
licited, but which cannot be promptly complied with owing to 
the insufficient force. i 

Unfortunately, the building is much too sinall to accommodate, . 
many more employees to advantage, for several being crowded 
together in a small room—as is the present case—cannot perform 
their respective duties to advantage, either to the State or them- 
selves; itis evident then, with the present building, justice can- 
not be done to the numerous applicants, and that a more com- 
modious one is actually necessary.

To His Excellency, the Governor : 

In conformity to the custom established by my predecessors, I” 
have the honor to submit the following report of the transactions 
ot this Department from the commeneement of your Exeellen- 
cy’s administration up to the present date. 

Ofthe varios duties imposed upon the Secretary of State, 
none are more important than that of superintending the early 
and correct printing of the laws, and their speedy dissemination 
among the people. Anxious (hnt no delay or error should occur 
in the performance of this duty, care was taken to have the Acts 
aud Resolutions of the last Legislature, upon their reception at 
this office, promptly aud correctly copied for the public printer, - 
and the copies delivered within the time prescribed by law.— 
Immediately upon the delivery of the laws and journals of this 
office by the printer, measures were adopted for sending them, 
together with such other books 4s were to be distributed, to the 
several counties of the State. Believing that the cost of trans- 
mission would be less by private contract than through the 
mails, and relying upon that method of distribution as affording 
the greatest security for the delivery of the laws, journals, é&c., 
to the different counties, contracts fer the purpose were made 
witl.Sherman Case, for the Eastern District, at the sum of four 
hundréd and seventy-five dollars, and with Joseph Harnell, for 
the Western District, at the sum of three hundred and twenty- 
five dollars, the State having been divided for the object into 
two Districts, marked by the Brazos River. By these contracts 
the general and special laws, and the Journals of the 5th Legis- 
lature, the 8th and 10th volumes of Supreme Court Reports, and 
laws of the 82nd Congress of the United States, together with ` 
such copies of Hartley's Digest and laws of the State, not con- 
tained in said Digest, as were required to be sent out, were for- 
warded to the several counties, for the sum of eight hundred 
dollars, a sum as small, if not less than the same labor had previ- 
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ously been procured for, end less by twelve hundred dollars, 
than the amount appropriated for the purpose. The contractors 
péttormed faithfully their contracts, and returned to this De- 
partment the receipts of the proper officers for the books taken 
out, which receipts are carefully filed away. The 9th volume 
of Reports had been previously distributed through the mails 
from Galveston, by the reporter ; the 11th volume was forwarded 
by.mail from this city during the past summer, and the 12th, 
just received, is now in office, except the copiessent to the Gene- 
ral and State Governments and the Territories. Itwill be under- 
stood that the Reports and the copies of the laws and Journals, 
required to be sent to the Librarian of Congress, the Federal 
offices at Washington, and the Executive of the several States 
and 'Perritories, have been regularly and promptly forwarded. 

I beg leave to respectfully suggest through your Excellency, 
to the Hon. Legislature, that the number of general laws now 
required to be printed, is insufficient to answer the wants of the 
State. After sending away to the counties and other quarters 
designated by law, the prescribed number of the laws of the last 
Legislature, so few were left that it was thought advisableto 
purchase one hundred additional copies, and of this number very 
few remain, it having become necessary to send them to coun- 
ties where an.increase of county officers created a demand for 
them. ‘Twenty-five hundred copies is not enough, and I wonld 
respectfully suggest that an addition of one thousand copies 
would not be too great. i SE 

Frequent «pplications have been received for the Digest, some 
counties never having, as stated, received their compliment, and 
an Increased number being requisite in others, from an addition 
to the number of officers. As far as it was prudent so to do, I 
complied with these requisitions. L have for some time, how- 
ever, refused to give them out, the copies now in the office being 
about sufficient only for the use of the Legislature. Iam not 
informed of how many copies were furnished the last Legisla- 
ture. If each member drew a copy, one hundred and twenty- 
three weregiven out. It is presumed. however, that that number 
was not furnished, as only about forty were returned to this 
office. 

Books and public documents are osten received at this De- 
partment from the General Governm ent, through such channels 
as imposes upon the State the payraent of freights. No appro- 
priation having heretofore been ‘made to meet this expense, I . 
mention it here that a fund may be provided, if the Hon. Legis- 
lature are pleased to grant it. It might be well, perhaps, to 
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make the appropriation large enough to supply the office with 
such of the laws of the different States, as are not found in the 
library. I suggest this for the convenience of our citizens; 
their interests sometimes requiring them to obtain from this De- 
partment copies of laws of.other States. 

The duties imposed upon the Secretary of State, separately 
and conjointly with the Attorney General, and Comptroller, by 
an act approved the 11th February, 1854, relating to the, ar- 
chives of the Legislature, have been performed. A report to 
the Legislature of the result of our examination will of course 
be made. 

Your Excellency was pleased to refer the act passed by the 
Congress of the United States, for the settlement of our debt, 
directly to the people, at our recent August election, and a state- 
ment of the vote given at said election, for and against said act, 
as returned to this Department, is herewith furnished. It is 
proper to remark that from many counties no vote was had 
upon the proposition : 


For the Texas Debt Act, 11,609 
Against the Texas Debt Act, 13,818 
Total number of votes given, 95,427 


The majority against the act, as shown in the above state- 
ment, is 2,209, and if this election is to control, the proposition 
must be regarded as rejected. I would always strictly obey 
the will of the people when fairly and intelligibly expressed, 
but the vote given in this election, together with the fact that 
the proposition was not generally and fully discussed, ought to, 
ibis thóught, prevent the conclusion that said vote is an index 
of the sentiment of a majority of the voters of Texas in regard 
to said measure. l 

Through the Finance committee ot the House, I endeavored 
to call the attention of the last Legislature, to the neglected and 
exposed condition of this Department. It was near the.close of 
the session when usually there is a great rush of business, and 
the members are anxious to return to their homes. The failure 
to do anything for its safety and better accommodation is attri- 
buted to the cause above mentioned. 

The building is one of the oldest in the city—the floors bn 


little raised from the ground, have, in times of excessive rains, 


been inundated, and many books, necessarily piled upon the 
floors, injured. It is so dilapidated that the library, for which 
it is too small, is being seriously injured, nor can tnis be pre- 
yented. It is constructed entirely of wood and cloth, and ocou- 
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pying a very exposed position in the city .is continually in 
danger of being burned. Should it be destroyed, the loss to the 
State, in a pecuniary point of view, might not be very great, yet 
irrepairable in other respects. Besides an extensive library, 
containing some valuable works, there are records here com- 
mencing with the early history of the cruntry, and extending 
through some of its most interesting annals—mementoes con- 
nected with cherished and glorious incidents of the days which 
wrested this fair land from intolerance and gaye it to freedom— 
mementoes which ought to be, and are dear to all Texians, which 
it should be interesting to the State to preserve, and for which, 
I respectfully suggest it would be becoming in the Hon. Legisla- 
ture to provide a safer repository than the one which now con- 
tains them. `
